leged to be $200,000. At the tim e the 
bank was taken over he alleged that 
the defendant, J. A. Menefee owned 
250 shares of the stock at $10O a share 
that he is still the owner of the stock 
and by reason thereof he is indebted 
to the bank commissioner in the sum 
of $25,000. 
To this petition the 
lower 
court 
rendered judgment for the defendant 
and an appeal was taken to the su­ 
preme court where this decision was 
reversed. In his opinion. Justice Rid­ 
dle held that the defendant, as owner 
of stock in the corporation, was amen­ 
able to the general laws of 1899 and 
that the contention of the defendant 
that the act of May 26, 1908, destroy­ 
ed the effect of the provisions of the 
act of 1899 was untenable. 
By the same opinion the decision of 
the district court of Caddo county in 
the suit of State Bank Commissioner 
J. D. Lankford against Boone D. Hite 
wag likew ise reversed, the issue in the 
two cases being identical.
